info rmation wh ich is unclassified on receipt in order to avoid overlap 
w *frh I I which sets forth requirements for classified intelligence 

proposed for declassification and release to the public.

policy and of assignment of responsibilities to carry out the policy. 
The draft staff study, in the Board's opinion, establishes the need

I ] I 0 aob a policy statement on public dissemination but is 

concerned with requirements for disclosure of classified and of sensi- 
tive intelligence beyond authorized channels. To confine the proposed 
regulation to coverage of intelligence or information which is 
unclassified on receipt would be to leave the Agency without a 
comprehensive statement of policy regarding the public dissemination 
of CIA-produced material in general. 
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6. The DD/P requested that- the application of Paragraph 3 *j c. , 
be confined to producers of finished intelligence. However, this 
would exclude the production of some DD/l components which the 
regulation is intended to cover « We believe that the BD/P objection 
is Ret by the revision of Paragraph 3*j c. ; (l) to specify "papers 
for which public dissemination might become a possibility."

POLICY 

a. It Is the policy of this agency, so far as permitted by 
statute, authorized by BSC directive, and Judged to be In the 
national interest^ 44$ within sound security procedures^ and not 
InjjorfLict vith_caveat8_or control morftingB^ to disseminate to 
the U. S. public unclassified information or Intelligence in its 
possession that would not otherwise be available. The intent of 
this policy statement is not to increase or decrease the flow of 
information to the public, or to maintain it at any particular 
level, hut rather to ensure more thorough and methodical consid- 
eration of the appropriateness of public dissemination. For the 
purposes of this statement, unclassified information or intelli- 
gence includes both that which is unclassified on receipt and 
has ac£u^red_no clas£ification_b£ virtue_o£ CIA groces^ingjand 
that which Is properly declassified. 
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b. Public dissemination under this regulation will be 
subordinated to existing Agency responsibilities with respect to 
intelligence support of the NSC and the Intelligence community 
and to requirements for adequate protection of intelligence 
sources, methods, and jroaitlona . Xt_vill fui^enmre be__conai®1> 
ent with control ^ e^tab 1 i shed^f or ^ haadl ingjjn c la£s if led 
inf orE»t_ion , _inc lud ing_iM£rroat i on that ^^uire a_8^e£iAl_hand] ing

c. Public dissemination will be made, insofar as possible,

Public disseminations will be 
attributed to this agency only when there exists some particular 
reason for such attribution. In no case, however, will this 
agency disseminate publications within the f i4^i44414f £tates_of 
the U. S. without some attribution, either to this agency or to 
another if ffUM organization.
